storage device, the mass storage device storing the video data of the event. 

[c03] (Original) A video recorder according to claim 1, wherein the memory comprises an 
optical storage device. 

[c04] (Original) A video recorder according to claim 1, wherein the memory comprises a 
memory card.

or discarded : 

applying a set of rules to transfer the contents of the loop buffer to the 
memory[[,J]; 

when the set of rules is unsatis fied, then discarding the contents of the loop buffer: 
when a rule is satisfied, then transferring the contents of the loop buffer to the 

memory to provide video data that precedes the event: and 

tagging the preceding video dat a with metadata describing the rule that caused the 

contents of t he loop buffer to be transferred to the memory 

wher e in tho method provid e s vidoo data preceding tho event . 

[cl3] (Original) A method according to claim 12, further comprising transferring the contents 
of the loop buffer to a mass-storage device. 

[cl4] (Original) A method according to claim 12, further comprising transferring the contents 
of the loop buffer to an optical storage device,

of the loop buffer to a flash memory storage device. 

[cl6] (Original) A method according to claim 12, further comprising transferring the contents 
of the loop buffer via a communications network. 

(Original) A method according to claim 12, further comprising interfacing with a switch 
to transfer video data of the event. 
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[cl8] (Original) A method according to claim 12, further comprising transferring audio data of 
the event 

[cl9] (Original) A method according to claim 12, further comprising interfacing with a vehicle 
controller to transfer video data of the event.

receiving vehicular data describing oowertrain management system information. 
electrical management system informatio n, and chassis management system information : 
and 

storing the set of rules specifyin g the vehicular data that causes the transfer of the 
contents of th e loop buffer to the memory . 
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
